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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for 
all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Blouin et al. (2003/0051897). 

Blouin et al. (Figure 5) discloses a coaxial cable comprising: a dielectric 
layer (302) formed around a center conductor (301); an outer conductor layer (304) 
formed around the dielectric layer; and a sheath (305) formed around the outer 
conductor layer, characterized in that a metal foil for providing enhanced shield 
effect and shape maintainability is formed between said dielectric layer and said 
outer conductor layer. Blouin et al. also discloses that said metal foil has a 
thickness of 1% to 5 % of the outer diameter of said dielectric layer ([0009], 
[0022] and [0028], 0.002 inches = 3% of 0.077 inches), said metal foil is 
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longitudinally arranged around said dielectric layer between said dielectric layer 
and said outer conductor layer, and said outer conductor layer is braided. 

Blouin et al. discloses that the metal foil is wrapped around the dielectric 
layer with an overlap. It means that the width of the metal foil has to be larger than 
the outer diameter of the dielectric layer. Blouin et al. does not specifically 
disclose the width of the metal foil having a length about 1.1 to 1.9 times the outer 
circumference of the dielectric layer. However, it would have been obvious to one 
skilled in the art to choose suitable length for the width of the metal foil of Blouin 
et al., including 1.1 to 1.9 times the circumference of the dielectric layer, so that 
the metal foil can be securely wrapped around the dielectric layer since it has been 
held that where the general conditions of a claim are disclosed in the prior art, 
discovering the optimum or workable range involves only routine skill in the art. 
InreAller, 105 USPQ 233.
